The struggle now in progress, he 
said, is essentially an attempt by 
Germany to wrest control of the 
seas from England. Because Eng- 
land has controlled the Atlantic, 
and for more than a century and a 
quarter has respected America’s 
Monroe Doctrine, the United States 
has had the equivalent of a two- 
ocean fleet, Knox said.

Other Civilian Casualties in 
Night Raids on Capital

R. A. F. Attacks Calais 
and Brest. 


LONDON, Feb. 20 (AP).—Bombs 
dropped by German planes in a 
raid on London last night wrecked 
one block of a large municipal hos- 
pital, killing patients in their beds. 
Reliable sources said 19 persons 
were killed, including a nurse, and 
52 injured. 

German planes roared over Eng- 
land again tonight to attack at 


least four areas—London and towns 
in West and Southwest England 
and in South Wales. 

London’s air raid sirens sounded 
several hours after blackout time. 

A coastal town in South Wales 
was bearing the brunt of the at- 
tack, according to early reports. 

Swansea, industrial post in South 
Wales, was attacked last night in 
raids in which the Government said 
a number of persons were killed 
and considerable damage done. 

Two British fighters were report- 
ed missing after “offensive patrol 
activity” over the French coast 
during the day. 

The naval base at Brest and docks 
at Calais, both in German-occupied 
France, were attacked in the night 
by British aircraft, the Air Min- 
istry announced. 

The London hospital received a 
direct hit. The body of a nurse 
was taken out of the wreckage 
along with those of patients. 

Other patients were buried in de- 
bris. Rescue squads, doctors and 
nurses worked with flashlights 
through the night. All trapped 
survivors had been extricated by.

Blow to Machine. 


The Court’s order, directing the 
seating of Donnell, was a crushing 
political blow to the machine Dem- 
ocratic leaders in the Legislature, 
coming as the unanimous decision 
of the entire court of seven Dem- 
ocratic judges. Accustomed to con- 
sidering public matters almost sole- 
ly from the standpoint of partisan 
advantage, it seemingly had not oc- 
curred to the machine forces that 
the Supreme Court would pass on 
the case judicially instead of po- 
litically. 

In its decision yesterday the 
Court did not pass on a second 
phase of the pending litigation, the 
writ of prohibition sought by Don- 
nell to prevent the Searey legisla- 
tive committee from proceeding 
with an investigation of Donnell’s 
election. However, this committee 
is stopped by a temporary order is- 
sued by the Court, which has not 
indicated when it will take final 
action in the prohibition case, 

There being nothing in the 
Court’s decision to prevent a legal 
contest of Donnell’s election, Sena- 
tor Searcy said today that he was 
confident the contest would be car- 
ried on. He said that if the Court 
later should hold that the present 
“investigating” committee had no 
legal existence, it would be his pur- 
pose to have the contest. 

If the plans discussed and virtual- 
ly agreed on at the conference last 
night are carried out, and if Me- 
Daniel files a contest—which he 
announced in St Louis today he 
would do — there would really 
be nothing for the Supreme 
Court to decide in the prohibition 
case. It was said in the confer- 
ence that Donnell probably would 
dismiss that case if McDaniel filed 
a contest, as that action would au- 
tomatically dispense with the “in- 
vestigating” committee, against 
which the prohibition suit was filed. 

Donnell Upheld on All Points.

Unanimous for 
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COURT'S STATEMENT 
OF CONSTITUTIONAL 
BASIS FOR DECISION 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20. 
HE following paragraphs 
T of the Supreme Court’s 
opinion clearly state the 
constitutional basis of its de- 
cision ordering the Speaker of 
the House to declare the elec- 
tion of Forrest C. Donnell as 
Governor: : 

“In our Government the ori- 
gin of all political power is 
vested in and derived from the 
the people; it is a Government 
of laws and not of men... 

“In no way would we be in- 
terfering in this case with the 
legislative power conferred on 
the Legislature by issuing our 
writ, since the nature of the 
thing to be done invoives neither 
legislative duty nor discretion. 

“If either were involved we 
could not interfere because of 
the constitutional separation of 
powers which we must and we 
do uphold. 

“It is our judgment that the 
the duty commanded by Sec- 
tion 3 (of Article V of the State 
Constitution) is imposed on the 
Speaker and is clear, peremp- 
tory and ministerial and there- 
fore one which may be directed 
by mandamus.” 


question of the legality of the so- 
called contest petition filed by 
Blair, apparently not considering 
that an issue in the mandamus 
case.

Judge James M. Douglas of St. 
Louis, who wrote the opinion, re- 
viewed the Legislature's action in 
appointing a committe to canvass 
the returns and Osburn’s action in 
refusing to declare Donnell elected 
after the committee had reported 
that the Democratic State Commit- 
tee and Democratic county commit- 
tees had filed resolutions charging 
that there was fraud in the election 
and asking that the Legislature in- 
vestigate the election. 


He also referred to the Blair pe- 
tition, in a manner which may be 
of some significance in connection 
with a later ruling on it. Judge 
Douglas referred to it as a “prayer 
for an investigation.” It has been 
constantly referred to by the ma- 
chine supporters as a “petition for 
a contest.” -It was noticeable that 
Judge Douglas made no reference 
to a contest in this connection, 

Judge Douglas’ review of the 
legislative proceedings included ref- 
erence to “Joint Resolution No, 3,” 
which set up the investigating com- 
mittee and which was vetoed by 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. 


Rejects McKittrick’s Plea. 


Denying the correctness of the 
contention of the Attorney Gener- 
al that the Court could not compel 
a legislative officer by mandamus 
to perform a duty and that the 
Court had no jurisdiction in the 
case, Judge Douglas said: 

“We may direct the performance 
of a public duty which the law 
clearly and peremptorily imposes, 
and where there is no discretion 
in the officer to act or refuse.” 

Pointing out that Section 3 of 
Article 5 of the Constitution im- 
poses on the Speaker the duty of 
opening and publishing the returns 
and of declaring elected the person 
having the highest number of 
votes, Judge Douglas said: “These 
are three simple, mandatory duties 
about which the Speaker has no 
discretion.” 

He upheld the argument of Don- 
nell’s attorneys that the require-

ing that it meant only that they 
were to be there as witnesses, and 
that they had no legisative duty to 
perform in connection withgthe can- 
vass of the returns. 

He said that the constitutional 
requirement that the election of a 
Governor be announced before the 
Legislature proceeded to other busi- 
ness indicated a certain intent that 
the Speaker's duty was purely min- 
isterial. “It could not have been 
the intention of the people to post- 
pone the important business of the 
State awaiting the outcome of a 
long and spirited election contest,” 
he said. “uae 
Judge Douglas proceeded with the 
conclusion that the result, as shown 
on the face of the returns, was at 
least prima facie evidence of the 
election. “A contest and investiga- 
tion of an election must dig be- 
hind the returns,” he said. “There- 
fore, it may in no Way interfere 
or prevent the Speaker from per- 
forming any duties which have to 
do only with the face of the re- 
turns. 

“Only in a lawful contest would 
the question of the legality of the 
votes be relevant. It is not relevant 
in publishing the returns and de- 
claring the winner as shown by 
them. The argument of the Speak- 
er, that the joint Assembly may go 
behind the face of the returns and 
exercise judicial powers to de- 
termine the legal votes before the 
winner is declared according to the 
face of the returns, is obviously un- 
tenable.” ‘ 

On the point raised by the Attor- 
ney General that the Speaker, as 
an officer of the Legislature, was 
not subject to a court writ, “shield- 
ed by the cloak of the legisidtive 
branch of the Government,” Judge 
Douglas said that would be true 
only in the case of performing a 
legislative duty, and that no legis- 
lative duty was involved in the can- 
vassing of the election returns. 

“Of Laws, and Not of Men.” 

In the conclusion of his opinion, 
Judge Douglas said: 

“The action of the joint Assembly 
directing the Speaker to make no 
declaration with reference to the 
office of Governor is contrary to 
the affirmative duty placed upon 
him by Section 3, Article 5, and is 
void. In our Government the origin 
of all political power is vested in 
and derived from the people; it is 
a government of laws, and not of 
men.

Blitzkrieg Tactics Fall. 


The scheme of the State machine 
long has been recognized as one 
which required blitzkrieg tactics to 
succeed. When the Democratic 
Legislature was swept off its feet 
at the beginning of the session, 
Donnell’s inauguration Jan, 13, the 
constitutional date, prevented, and 
the Investigating Committee ap- 
pointed, it appeared that the 
scheme was to declare Donnell’s 
election illegal and have McDaniel 
in office within about 10 days. 


This was prevented by the force 
of public opinion, aroused by the 
audacity of the plan and whipped 
to white heat by Gov. Stark’s veto 
of the resolution appointing the 
Investigating Committee. While 
there have been doubts as to the 
legality of the Governor’s action, 
it served to prevent immediate ac- 
tion. Letters, telegrams and post- 
cards began to pour iz to the legis- 
lators by the thoussmds, the num- 
ber to date being eati/mated at more 
than 100,000. 


Donnell's attorneys filed the ap- 
plication for the writ of mandamus 
the day Donnell should have been 
inaugurated, and two days later 
the Governor vetoed the resolution. 
After Senator Searcy and Repre- 
sentative Lauf announced that no 
attention would be given the veto 
and that the committee would pro- 
ceed to open ballot boxes and con- 
duct the investigation, Donnell’s at- 
torneys applied for the writ of 
prohibition, which acted to stop the 
committee until the court passed 
on the case. As a result, the in- 
vestigation was held up awaiting 
action by the court.

Origin in Secret Meeting. 

Having its inception at a secret 
conference of Democratic leadens 
in the De Sote Hotel in St. Louis 
within a few days after the elec- 
tion, it moved rapidly.

He told them he had evi- 
dence to prove fraud and irregu- 
larities to change a sufficient num- 
ber of votes to wipe out Donnell’s 
official plurality of 3613 and give 
McDaniel a lead of at least 5000, 
but he has kept his bulky briefcase 
‘closed and has not permitted the

The Republican minority com- 
plained bitterly that the prepon- 
derance of Democrats on the com- 
mittee meant that a purely partisan 
investigation was to be conducted, a 
complaint that was borne out when 
the Democratic members met se- 
cretly without the Republican mem- 
bers being present and made plans 
for the opening of ballot boxes and 
conducting the investigation, 

There was Democratic opposition 
to the State machine’s scheme, led 
by Senators Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage, Kinney, Francis Smith of 
St. Joseph and L. D. Joslyn of 
Charleston and by Representatives 
Weakley, Arthur Roy Kincaid of 
Liberty and Robert L. Ewing of 
Nevada.

Virtual Paralysis of Action 
for 43 Days While Wait- 
ing for Court Ruling in 
Donnell Case.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20.— 
A-major damage of the attempt 
of the Democratic State organiza- 
tion to deprive Gov.-elect Forrest 
C. Donnell of his office has been 
the virtual paralysis of all legisla- 
ti business for six weeks of the 
session. 

With 43 of the 70 days for 
which the members are paid $5 a 


day passed, there has been prac- 


tically no legislative business trans- 
acted, the Legislature marking 
time pending decision by the Su- 
preme Court in the litigation grow- 
ing out of the attempted “investi- 
gation” of the election. 

Because of a constitutional pro- 
vision requiring that the Speaker 
offically announce the election of 
Governor before proceeding to 
other business, members have hesi- 
tated to introduce bills, having 
doubt that they would be constitu- 
tional if passed. 

So far only 31 bills have been in- 
troduced in the Senate and 73 in 
the House. At the same period 
two years ago more than 250 bills 
were pending ip the Senate and 
more than 400 in the House.

254, 18 a. m. Jur. See 254.) This 
state follows the weight of author- 
ity. 

The rule here adopted is that the 
duty of casting up the vote certi- 
fied by the returns and ascertain- 
ing who received the highest vote 
is a purely ministerial duty, and 
being such, the canvassers have no 
right to go behind the returns. 


Dickson vs, Strickland, 114 Tex 176, 
265 S W 1012, also discusses similar 
constitutional provisions. It says 
that “no one can be inducted into 
the office of Governor without leg- 
islative determination of his elec- 
tion. Not only must the Legisla- 
ture determine that he received the 
highest number of votes, but Section 
3 of Article IV requires a legisla- 
tive adjudication of his constitution- 
al eligibility.” This case is there- 
fore readily distinguishable because 
of the latter provision.

Milligan had Davis before the 
grand jury for nearly seven hours. 
Not only, it is understood, did the 
questioning cover his contributions 
to the campaign last fall but also 
the political ramifications of his ex- 
tensive oil operations in Mexico ana 
Germany.

Presumably questioning by a Sen-

No Real Bar in Hatch Act. 

While the grand jury is still in 
session, the investigation of cam- 
paign expenditures will be conclud- 
ed shortly, it is believed. As has 
been told in the Post-Dispatch, it 
is highly improbable that any in- 
dictments will be returned, since 
the Hatch Act is apparently no real 
barrier to large campaign contribu- 
tions if they are made under the 
terms defined in the act. 

It is possible, however, that at 
the time the jury concludes, there 
will be a special Department of 
Justice report which will suggest 
ways and means of tightening the 
law to prevent the abuses disclosed 
both before the grand jury and be- 
fore a Senate investigating com- 
mittee headed by Senator Gillette 
(Dem.), Iowa. The report of the 
Gillette committee will be made 
public Saturday. Much that it

ERMANY and its allies expect-

by their overwhelming superior- 
ity in the air. Apparently they 
can be defeated only by British 
superority in the air plus British 
superiority at sea. 

Australia is 12,000 miles from the 
shores of Albion where the struggle 
to determine the future character 
of Western civilization is most cru- 
cial, but it is making an important 
contribution to British air strength. 
The role of Australian airmen in 
the war will be described in a sub- 
sequent article. This dispatch has 
to do with the role of Australian- 
made aircraft in the war. . 

Six years ago Australia’s premier 
industrialist, Essington Lewis, now 
director-general of munitions, vie 
ited Japan. What he saw there 
prompted him to beseech the Aus- 
tralian Government to start pro- 
ducing airplanes for its home de- 
fense. Not without considerable 
difficulty, he induced his Govern- 
ment to place orders with a spe- 
cially set up commonwealth air- 
craft corporation whose capital was 
subscribed by five of the major 
industrial corporations of Aus- 
tralia. 


Heavier Plane Needed. 


As the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment reluctantly became persuad- 
ed, in 1939, that war with Germany 
was in the offing, steps were tak- 
en for the manufacture in Aus- 
tralia of heavier craft, namely 
Beaufort Bristol bombers. The 
Lewis commonwealth aircraft cor- 
poration was not designed to pro- 
duce these. The Beaufort Bristol 
scheme got under way too late, 
however, for the United Kingdom 
Government and the Bristol Aero- 
plane Co., Ltd., to carry out their 
pledges to furnish Australia with 
drawings, jigs, tools, materials, in- 
struments and engines with which 
to get production under way. 

The United Kingdom was too 


bute much to the production of air- 
craft in faraway Australia, even 
though half of the contemplated 
output was promised to the United 
Kingdom. 

Great Britain’s inability to pro- 
vide Australia with the where- 
withal for the manufacture of Bris- 
tol. Beaufort bombers has aot 
blocked production of that type of 
aircraft, which has a range of 1600 
miles and a cruising speed of 285 
miler and can carry 2000 pounds of 
bombs or one torpedo,

The lenten season which breaks 
over the horizon next week is go- 
ing to put a great number of house- 
wives on their mettle. Lent means 
planning meals around main dishes 
that contain no meat and this is 


rather difficult for the meat-and- 
potatoes cook. 

Fish is an excellent substitute 
and with so many varieties in the 
market of canned, fresh and frozen 
fish it is possible to create meals 
of unusual interest. The cook who 
has two or three interesting sauces 
and a bit of patience in her reper- 
toire should have no trouble with 
fish. 


Cheese is another lenten food. If 
you turn up your nose at anything 
that isn’t imported in the cheese 
line you are going to find yourself 
in difficulties. Some of the im- 
ported cheeses are selling at prices 
that might be accorded gold and 
jewels. You'll probably be a good 
sport and try some of the domestic 
brands, and when you do you are 
going to be pleasantly surprised. 
American manufacturers are turn- 
ing out véry creditable cheeses 
these days all the way from the 
good old standby known as “yel- 
low” or “store” cheese, to cheddars,

Popular Meat Should Be 


Cooked Slowly and 
Thoroughly. 


Pork chops are among the most 
popular cuts of meat. Everyone 
enjoys them and every homemaker 
should know how to cook them to 
perfection. For pork chops are 
peice delicious when cooked by 
the proper method and to just the 
right degree. 

The proper method, with pork 
chops, is braising, and the right 
degree is well done. Long, slow 
cooking in moist heat brings out 
their full, rich flavor and makes 
them deliciously tender. 

Chops are cut from the loin sec- 
tion of pork. Those cut from the 
shoulder and ham ends of the loin 
will have a portion of the blade 
bone and the hip bone, respective- 
ly. From the rib section, each 
chop if cut thick will contain a rib.

Chops cut from pork shoulder 
are also known as pork steaks,

Organization Support, 
Saying He Always Relies 
on Own Following. 


Reports in political circles that 
Walter J. G. Neun would withdraw 


as a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Mayor in view of 
organization support pledged to 
two of his opponents, former Judge 
William Dee Becker and Attorney 
William E. Buder, were scotched 
by Neun today. 

Without naming Becker or 
Buder, Neun, in a statement issued 
this morning at his headquarters, 
disclaimed any desire to obtain or- 
ganization backing, asserting he 
always has had to rely on his own 
“independent following” in running 
for office.

“Since the question has been 
brought to the fore,” Neun said, 
“as a result of the events of the 
past few days, I should like to 
state my position. 

“As a Republican, I have always 
had to rely on my own large inde- 
pendent following, and the support 
of my many friends in all parties, 
who believe with me in the cause 
of clean, honest government. 

“No Part of Machine.” 

“Tt was at their insistence that 
I volunteeréd my experience and 
ability as a candidate for the 
mayoralty, and it will be with 
their backing that I shall, as be- 
fore, come out on top. This I say 
in order to point out that I have 
never been actuated or moved or 
drafted by any group, or by any 
part or parcel of any political ma- 
chine.

tries Have Been Guilty of Boners So Far, 
and War Isn't Over. eae 


Experts in All Coun- 


Pre HIS his certainly been a tough 
war for the military “experts” 
—both columnist kibitzer or ra- 

dio amateur variety and the real 

professionals. The amateurs have 
been bad enough, but the biggest 
boners of all have been pulled by 
those whe from training, educa- 
tion and profession should really 
have been expert. I mean the great 
general staffs of all the countries, 
including our own, and not except- 
ing Germany, Italy, Russia and 

Japan. . 

The English and French bet 
their national existence on the ex- 
perting of their soldiers and sailors; 
that they could hold Hitler on the 
Maginot Line and outmaneuver him 
north of that. They pushed Po- 
land into the storm and then tossed 
it to the wolves and left all the 
small nations of Europe (that had 
been advised by their own military 
experts to rely on Allied strength) 
to be conguered in a few weeks. 

The English experts bet they 
could out-fox Hitler on the Norwe- 
gian coast. They were wrong about 
that, too. Then Hitler’s military 
high priests told him he could 
clean up the British Isles in 1940, 
but he is still at the Channel ports. 
Stalin Liquidated His. 

Mussolini’s mighty military men 
told him that Greece and North 
Africa were pushovers, and see 
what happened to him. Japan ex- 
pected a tea party in China. It 
got it, but the drink was spiked 
with arsenic. Russia was advised 
by its professionals that it could 
swallow Finland at a gulp. That 
didn't happen and since Joe Stalin 
is more direct in his methods, he 
liquidated his experts and got some 
new ones. I don’t know if they 
are any better. 

We have real experts, too. They 
muffed the whole program of get- 
ting us ready to defend ourselves, 
and now they are busily engaged 
in experting us into a war for 
which we are no better prepared 
relatively than we were when it 
started. 

The sciences of both tactics and 
armament have shifted too fast for 


* 


the experts. There are too many 
imponderables in modern war. The 
basic principles of war never 
change, but military genius consists 
in applying them to new conditions 
and no such genius has yet ap- 
peared—no, not even Hitler’s 
bright young men, notwithstanding 
their unparalleled conquests, 


For example, Winston Churchill 
now tells us that this is just a 
war of machines—ships and land 
mechanical monsters—and that we 
shali never have to mobilize great 
masses of men to go to Europe. 
Immediately, Harry Hopkins, Wen- 
dell Willkie and all our journalistic 
military “experts” echo that opinion 
and the principal American objec- 
tion to getting us into this war is 
lulled to sleep. 


War’s Future Tack. 


I don’t know whether war is no 
longer a matter of mass man power 
or not, and neither does Churchill. 
I only know it always has been. 
He is clicking pretty well on mili- 
tary matters just now, but it is 
doubtful whether any leader ever 
made sO many military mistakes 
in the course of one lifetime and 
survived them as a public charac- 
ter. j 


It depends altogether on what 
direction this war takes whether it 
will develop into a war of massed 
man power. There is no one on 
earth wise enough to predict those 
directions, 


Hitler certainly has both ma- 
chines and mass man power, at 
least 250 divisions. If the war aims 
of England (which we do not and 
cannot control) are as Churchill 
has stated them, to reconquer Eu- 
rope, it is just simply silly either 
to say that the job will not require 
mass man power or that we shall 
not be called on to furnish it. 


This country has been well war- 
danced into sufficient hysteria to 
get into this war. In fact, it is 
already in it. Apparently there is 
nothing that can be done about 
that, but ordinary honesty lays some 
obligation on the authors of that 
condition to tell our people the 
plain truth of what it means to 
them.

man output and has offset the ef- 
fect of our bombing so far. 

“The potential output of the 
United States and Great Britain, 
combined, is certainly greater than 
that of Germany, but at present, 
that potential is far from full real- 
ization, though growing fast. Ger- 
man production” appears to be 
slightly in the lead.” 

American aircraft factories are 
turning out fighters which, for 
durability and reliability, cannot be 
excelled. But, as they are older 
types, their speed and armor are 
neither up to that of old British 
Sptfires and Hurricanes, nor to 
that of the German Messerschmitts. 

This is the problem the British 
found themselves up against in the 
early stages of the war and which 
they finally resolved by a switch- 
over from old types to new. ones. 
It American factories, with their 
enormous mass production capaci- 
ties, can skip the period the Brit- 
ish went through, before they dis- 
covered how ‘production could be 
started on the new types without, 
interruption, the outlook would be 
much brighter than it is, 


No Stops for Changes: 

Here, they have evolved a method 
of making jigs for new planes, 
sliding them in at the beginning of 
the production line and working 
up. until the entire line gradually 
has been changed from the old to 
the new, This eliminates a period 
in which factories are entirely out

be in service. Bombers are coming 
through very slowly. 

This week's issue of Aeroplane 
states that “at present, the bulk 
of American airplane imports are 
the older types, fitted with air- 
cooled engines, but among them is 
the Tomahawk (Curtiss-Hawk 81) 
which uses the Allison engine.” 
The article then discusses the 
Tomahawk, the Mohawk, the 
Douglas Boston 2, the Brewster 
Buffalo, and the Martlet Grumman, 
which are described as “fairly rep- 
resentative of the first flood of 
help from the United States. 

These, it continues, “will come 
most readily off the production 
lines and will strengthen the Bri- 
tish arm in numbers while types 
of higher performance. are being 
prepared for high output.” 


Planes Efficient. 


Details which the Aeroplane’s edi- 
tor criticises do not affect the 
fact that the planes are efficient 
aerodynamically and the criticism 
1 only offered, it is explained, so 
that “newer types now in prepara- 
tion may be the better for some 
indication of what the British 
think of obsolescent American 
types.” : ‘ 

The presence of increasing num- 
bers of American army air officers 
in Britain indicates the interest 
felt in the performance of planes 
un . war conditions. Many of 
these officers have seen all the 
British planes in operation and 
know the modifications which 
must be made in the American 
types to bring them up to modern 
requirements. 

But the number of planes which 
can be made available to American 
forces and to the British depends 
entirely on the speed which Amer- 
ican production can attain. Harri- 
man, who will spend three or four 
months in England, may be able 
to pick up pointers here which 
will be helpful as well as ascer- 
taining, on the spot, the actual 
British needs. 

Both Wendell L. Willkie and 
Harry L. Hopkins, after surveys 
here, returned home with full 
realization of the urgency, it is 
thought here.

Second Requisition Calls 
for 1550 White Men,

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20 
Seventh Army Corps H uarters 
at Omaha, Neb., 
Lieut. Col. Claude C. Earp, State 
Selective Service Director, that 2353 
men would be inducted into military 
service from Missouri during the 
period from March 11 to March 20, 
inclusive, 

The requisition for men, the sec- 
ond made upon Missouri for March, 
calls for 1550 white men and 803 
Negroes. A previous call for men 
to report during the first 10 days 


of March was for 569 Negroes and 


994 white men, a total of 1563. 

The aggregate of the two calls 
for the first 20 days of March is 
3916 men, including 1372 Negroes 
and 2544 white men. 

Col, Earp said the apportionment 
of the March 11-20 requisition to the 
175 local draft boards of the State 
would be completed by Monday. 

Of the 6340 men requisitioned 
through March 10 from Missouri, 
2101 have been drawn from St. 
Louis and St. Louis County. In 
each call, about one-third of the 
State quota has been requisitioned 
from St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. 

The March 11-20 schedule of re- 
porting calls for the 803 Negroes 
ty go to the induction center at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., on March 
11, 12 and 13. The 1550 white men 
are to report to the centers of Jef- 
ferson Barracks and Fort Leaven- 
worth on March 14, 15, 17, 18, 19 
and 20.

“I have hoped that we would 
wake up to the need to supply 
Britain with the things she needs 
to win the war. She doesn’t need 
men.”

ties of the various alloys which, of 
course, affect the strength-weight 
ratios. These have to do with the 
n.ost important feature of aircraft

Cr R-188: Leroy T., aged 6, is an only child who was visit- 


ing us during the summer at our farm home. Soon after 
his arrival, he pushed 3-year-old David backwards down the 
steps of the porch. Then he had 4year-old Danny crying be- 
cause he took his candy away 
from him and threw it to the dog. 
“I don’t know what to make of 
Leroy,” his mother apologized. “He 
always likes to pick on children 
younger than himself. But you 
will notice that he doesn’t quarrel 
with George or Philip. At home 
he does the same thing. He fails 
to fit into other groups of chil- 
dren. He feels hurt, too, at being 
shunned by them. Dr. Crane, 
what can we do to correct his 
cruelty to children?”

5 DIAGNOSIS: Leroy is an un- 
usually intelligent child. And he has been well trained in for- 
mal etiquette. He politely says Please“ and “Thank you.” 
At the creek one day he struck one of the older boys with a 
shovel and immediately said, Oh, I’m sorry, I didn’t meant 
to hit you.” But it is simply inevitable that an only child 
misses a great deal of training in sharing toys. He has no 
David or Danny around him all day to push off steps or rob 
of candy, thus serving as specific teaching situations. Conse- 
quently, his mother has fewer occasions to urge upon him 
unselfishness and consideration for the rights of others. With- 
out frequent teaching situations such as those just mentioned, 
we are not so likely to instruct our children in the Golden Rule. 
When he drops his blocks or pushes his tricycle off the porch, 
those inanimate objects do not cry out or come running to 
mamma for consolation. So his mother goes on with her adult 
duties around the house, grateful that she has a quiet, well be- 
haved youngster,

BUT HE BECOMES a trouble maker when be gets into 
a crowd, for he hasn't learned to co-operate and play with other 
children. Since he quickly perceives the folly of picking a 
quarrel with older boys, however, he usually teages those who 
are weaker and smaller than himself. In his week’s visit with 
us, he didn’t get into a single fight with the older boys. But 
he was continually in trouble with the little ones. Our five 
youngsters quarrel with each other from time to time. Mrs, 
Crane and I try to act as arbiter and see that justice is done. 
We use verbal remonstrance at first and try to teach them to 
be considerate of each other. But when words prove ineffec- 
tive, we don’t hesitate to employ corporal punishnient. All 
youngsters tend to be grandstanders. They like to bid for 
adult attention. They are naturally inclined to show off. But 
when there are five of them in the same family, they can’t all 
show off at the same moment, so they acquire a certain amount 
of consideration. Send every “only” child to nursery school, 
therefore. Get him into group play where he must learn the~ 
give-and-take of life. And give him a puppy or kitten with 
which to share the spotlight on his own family stage.

ITAMIN E is one of the newer 


vitamins and has of 


very considerable interest. It 


is fat-soluble and is found mostly 
in fatty parts of vegetables. 
It was first known as the repro- 


ductive vitamin, If animal mothers 


are deprived of this vitamin in 


their diet, they are unable to bear 
living young. When Vitamin E is 


restored to their diet their repro- 


ductive functions are normal. 


Chemically it contains several 


factors which are known as Alpha, 
Beta and Gamma Tecapherol, and 
it can be obtained in pure form 
under those names. 5 

A sensational use for the vitamin 
has recently been found by Dr. 
Herbert Evans at the University 


of California. He experimented by 
giving animal mothers just enough 


of the vitamin to allow them to 
produce a living litter. He then 
deprived the mother of E entirely 
so that the animals got none in 
the milk and then he took it away 
from their diet. He thought that 
this might have some effect upon 
reproduction but, to his astonish- 
ment, what actually happened was 
that the animals became paralyzed, 
When Vitamin E is restored to the 
diet, the paralysis, disappears. It 
has, therefore, been used in human 
medicine, given to people with va- 
rious forms of paralysis. In one 
form at least it has proved of spec- 
tacular benefit, the cases being 
completely restored to health.

VITAMIN H is another new vita- 
min, but up to the present time no 
human conditions have been found 
to result from deficiency. It is nec 
essary for certain animals. For in- 
stance, trout cannot be kept alive 
unless Vitamin H is added to the 
water of the stream. 

Vitamin K is another new vita- 
min and is very useful. Its use 
has, in fact, solved one of the great 
problems of surgery — the ten- 
dency to hemorrhage in jaundice. 
Vitamin K is chemically of a fatty 
nature and it is known that fats 
do not absorb in the intestine until 
they are united with bile. In cases 
of obstructive jaudice, therefore, 
where no bile is in the intestine, 
K is not digested and is not ab- 
sorbed and, therefore, there is a 
tendency to spontaneous hemor- 
rhage in this condition. If the 
jaundice is due to gallstones it 
makes the operation; quite hazard- 
ous. It is, therefore, a great boon 
to surgeons to have Vitamin K in 
these conditions and it is now 
given routinely to patients with 
jaundice, especially if they are be- 
ing prepared for operation.

Answer—Certain forms of vis- 
ion are corrected in time by glasses. 


P. P. T.: If a. person has 
gone away to the mountains for 
the tuberculosis health cure and 
then is discharged, is there a 
chance of others contracting his 
illness?” 


Answer—In well conducted san- 
itoria for tuberculosis, a patient 
is not discharged until he is what 
is known as a “closed case,” that 
is to say, is not bringing up spu- 
tum which contains tuberculoses 
germs and is, therefore, not of 
any danger to others.

The 
ailing child will respond to the 
care of the physician, get well, 
and eat according to his tastes and 
néeds, which will be sufficient for 
his welfare. It is the food-fusser 
who has to be trained to eat 
properly. 
' Food-fussers are made, not 
born, that way. Somehow they 
found that if they refused food 
they aroused interest and excite- 
ment in those about them. That 
always pleases a child. The more 
fuss the better. If there is noise 
and action even though the action 
is not exactly to his comfort, it 
is welcome in the dull days of 
routine that are usually his lot. 

When a mother has to deal with 
this sort of child the first thing 
she does is visit her physician and 
ask him to examine the child. 
The physician will outline treat- 
ment, sometimes medical, oftener 
routine, and his directions should 
be followed religiously. Many 
mothers think they obey their 
physicians’ orders but they really 
do not, and the treatment pre- 
scribed fails because it was not 
administered. 

“Give him a little less than you 
think he will eat. Put it on his 
plate as though you expected him 
to eat it as a matter of course 
and do not let him know that you 
are interested. If he does not 
eat in a reasoning time, say 
nothing. Don’t remark upon it. 
Take the food away cheerfully, 
clear the table, go on with the 
next job, and make no mention of 
eating. Give him nothing until 
the next meal hour. Repeat this 
until he eats without any to-do.”

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Albert A. Hesse Is Owner and Half 


By Virginia Irwin, 


ACK in the days when mother 


laced herself up in wasp-waist . 


style and father wore peg-top 
pants and yellow button shoes, the 
zither was some pumpkins as a 
musical instrument. In fact, there 
was a time when the zither was 
considered standard equipment on 
every parlor table and zither en- 
thusiasts were as common as swing 
fans are now. Then, with the ad- 
vent of the phonograph and the 
radio and the coming of the great 
turn-a-crank and twist-a-button age, 
the zither faded from fame. To- 
day most members of the younger 
generation wouldn't know a zither 
from a bazooka. 
But there are people who have 


remained faithful to that noble in- 


strument, the zither. Among them 
is Albert A. Hesse, zither-maker ex- 
traordinary and proprietor of the 
only handmade zither factory in 
the world. Located at Washington, 
Mo., 52 miles due west of St, Louis, 
this factory celebrates its seventy- 
fifth anniversary this year and if 
business isn’t exactly booming, it’s 
still good enough, thank you, to 
keep Albert Hesse and his brother, 
George, busy. 

“When I started at this factory as 
an errand boy in 1894, I had no idea 
I would live to see the day that the 
zither would be almost a curiosity,” 
Albert Hesse explained when this 
correspondent visited the little red 
brick factory where the zithers are 
made. “At the turn of the cen- 
tury, we had 25 employes and more 
orders than we could fill. Now 
there is just my brother and me 
and while there is enough work to 
keep the two of us busy, we don’t 
have any trouble with orders stack- 
ing up.” 

At the little factory, still called 
the Franz Schwarzer Zither Co., 
after its founder, modern manu- 
facturing methods have no place. 
Everything is done by hand and 
the making of the simplest zither 
takes six weeks. But, Hesse ex- 
plains, when the zither is delivered 
the customer has “a zither that is a 
zither.” The customer also has a 
bill for anywhere from $60 to $800, 
depending on thé model he has or- 
dered, but that, Hesse also explains, 
“means nothing” because price is 
no concern to the zither addict who 
knows and demands the best. 

“Of course zithers—or instru- 
ments that look like zithers—can 
be sawed and shaped and put to- 
gether by machinery,” Hesse says, 
“but we just don’t do things that 
way in our shop. A factory-made 
zither costs less, but our motto is 
‘Not how much, but how good.“ 


x * * 


HIS quality motto has been in 
T existence at the factory for 

75 years. The founder of the 
business, Franz Schwarzer, was an 
Austrian zither maker and pulpit 
repairer, who brought old-world 
ideas of perfection with him when 
he came to this country and no 
one ever succeeded in selling him 
on the profits of American mass 
production. 

It was under Schwarzer that 
Albert Hesse learned his trade of 
zither making. From errand boy, 
Hesse graduated to a bench in the 
factory as a master craftsman and 
after the death of Schwarzer con- 
tinued in the employ of Mrs. Anna 
Grohe, to whom possession of the 
factory passed. Now Mrs. Grohe 
is no longer active in the business 
and while she still owns the build- 
ing in which the old factory is 
housed, the business of zither mak- 
ing has passed into the hands of 
Albert Hesse. 

“When a true artist wants 3 
zither, the order comes to us,” 
Hesse explained proudly, while he 
executed one of his own composi- 
tions on a Schwarzer “concert 
grand” just completed for a zither 
enthusiast in Omaha, Neb. “But 
it is not like it used to be. The 
zither is not an easy instrument

to master and it is easier to listen 
to the radio than it is to make 
your own music.

Hesse’s more elaborate zithers 

have inlays of ivory und moth- 
er of pearl and the harp styles 
have pillars of solid ivory hand 
carved figurines. Zither cases 
built to fit the individual instru- 
ment and specially-constructed 
zither tables are also part of 
Hesse’s business. 

“The real zither artist has his 
own table specially built to fit his 
zither,” he explains, “and would 
no more think of playing his zither 
on an ordinary table than he would 
of playing it on his lap.” 

These tables, with concealed 
sound chamber, have fancy mar- 
quetry inlaid borders around the 
top edge, with nlaid feet blocks 
to guide the placing of the zither on 
the table. They sell for $75. 

“To make a good zither table re- 
quires three weeks,” Hesse says, “to 
make the zither another six weeks. 
Nothing is hurried. One part is 
glued and left to dry for days. Then 
nother part is glued and fitted and 
left for more days. Two months or 
more it takes to make a good zither 
and the table to go with it.” 

In this little factory where time 
is no object, the glue for zither 
making boils on a big pot-bellied 


_ tron stove which also heats the fac- 


For those readers who have never 
seen a zither and have no idea 
of how a zither ziths, your non- 
musical correspondent secured the 
following explanation: A Zither 
is placed on its back with the 


tory. Around the walls are hung 
the patterns from which the various 
models of zithers are made. Tools 
are all of the hand type and an elec- 
tric winding machine for the mak- 
ing of zither strings is the only 
concession to modern fhvention. 
On one table there is a visitors’ 
register that dates back to 1891 and 
there is an order book complete 
with names and addresses of the 
customers of the Schwarzer Zither 
Co. that goes back to 1866, the year 
in which Franz Schwarzer made his 
first zither in Washington, Mo. 
“Once,” Hesse says, “that order 
book meant only the amount of 
business we were doing. Now it 
means more than that to me. It is 


n record of my friends all over the 


world. Most of them I have never 
seen and I have no way of telling 
which of them are still alive, but a 
great many of them have written ta 
me, There is a sort of bond be- 
tween zither players.” 

Once somewhere back about 25 
years ago—Hesse can’t remember 
the date—the National Congress of 
the United Zither Players of Ameri- 
ca held a meeting in Washington, 
Mo. They practiced together one 
whole day and held a big concert 
the next, and you never heard such 
zither playing in your life. The or- 
ganization is still in existence and 
the zither business and his health 
willing, Hesse hopes to attend the 
congress somewhere in the Hast 
next year. N

Cook slowly and 
stir constantly until thick and 
creamy. Cool, add vanilla and use 
as filling between baked white, yel- 
low or spice cake layers.
